Crop Figares of 1910. 

The annual reviewing of crop 
conditions -in Western. Canada 
during 1910, published im last 
Saturday's Manitoba’ Free Press, 
shows a state of remarkable pros- 
perity among the farmers in this 
portion of the Dominion. 

The wheat returns, though not 
equalling those of 1909, are never- 
theless satisfactory, Up to Deo 
31, there were marketed at Winni- 
peg 58,746,775 bushels, which 
brought the producers $48,181,- 
548.3, about ten millions less 
than for the corresponding period 


of tha previous year. It is sur- 
prising to note that the average 
price was abvat three cents a bu- 
shel lower than in 1909. This 
was contrary to expectations but 
was largély due to the large crop 
in Russia and the anxiety of that 
country to realize, which prevent- 
ed our short crop from affecting 
the market. ‘he price obtained, 
however, was a very profitable one. 

The crop of oats, barley and flax 
as inspected up to the eud of the 
year, was ahead of 1909, represent- 
ing $9,112,654 as sgainst $8,661,- 
435. Other farm products ranked 
as follows: 

Cattle, $9,568.611; hogs, $1,533,- 
620; sheep, $194,140: butter and 
cheege, $2,448,155; potatoes, ronts 
sud hay, $7. 818.000; Manitoba 
potltry, $45,083 :— waking a total 
value of nearly twenty-two mil 
lions for products other then grain 
as accounted for up to the end of 
1910. 

In addition to wheat inepected 
to Deo, 31, there were in store in 
the interior 13,750,000 bushels; 
allowed for seed and feed 18,000.- 
000 bushels; and allowed for in- 
terior mills 6,000.000 bushels;—a 
total of 91,996,775 bushels ao- 
counted for. The Free Press esti- 
mates 12,000,000 as still in the 
farmers’ bands to come forward. 

It is probable, however, that the 
Free Press figures are complicated 
by the Adberta situation, which 
now involves consiearnas a 
ward shipping of whic’ nipeg 
would baw no record; ‘besides the 
fact that Alberta farmess bad re- 
tained a considerable proportion 
of the 1909 crop which was sold 
last fall.

ayo showed that while only five 
and a half per cent of the United 
States bunks have failed .in the 
last forty-three years, here in Oan- 
ada twenty-five per cent of our 
chartered banks had failed in 
twenty-six years, and most, if not 
all of them, through the dishones- 
ty of trusted officers. Since Mr. 
MoLeod published these figures, 
above twenty per cent more of our 
Canadian banks have made dis- 
graceful failares. Our bank fail- 
ures are more disastrous than the 
Dnited States failures, and it is 
found that government inspection 
in the case of the latter is the sav- 
ing cause of this.

NY person who is sole head of a fam 

ily or any male over 18 years old, 
ma homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 

Saskatchewan or Alberta. The applicant 

must appear in person at the Dominion 

Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 

trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 

any agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of three 
years. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm of 
at least 80 acres solely owned and occu- 
pied by him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3,00 per acre. 

Duties.— Must reside upon the home- 
steac or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from date of homestead entry 
(including the time required to earn home- 
stead patent) and cultivate fifly acres 
extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for 4 purchased home 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties,—Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate fifty acres 
and erect a house worth $300.00.

The Power of Compound Interest 


Here is a simple rule for fiading 
the number of years in which a 
sum of money will double itself at 
compound interest. Divide 69.3 
by the rate*per cent, and add ‘to 
this .35. Thus at 8 per vent, we 
find the number of years by divid- 
ing 69.3 by 8, which yields 23.1 to 
which we add ~.35 years making 
the time 23,45 years. 

At 3 per Gent simpte-interest it 
tukes 33) vears for money to 
double itself. And so you will fiud 
that compound interest bas a very 
great advantage over simple inter- 
est in doubling power, the ratio of 
one force to the other being for 
all ordinary rates of interest about 
as 10 to 7,
